Mr. Harper sbowa 
that Mr. G. B. Wright, in BOQking to es 
tabliBh ft parallel between tbo cost of 
working ore from tUe Oomstook Boimnza 
nnd oie from tlia Cariboo Bonanza, ovor 
looked the faot that the mills that orusli 
the former are owned by monopolists who

lor crnHhing. He eitea instancos of miiica 
in California that aro owned anl worked 
by prirato companies, who also own the 
mills that crutth the rock, the cost of mill- 
ing ranging from §2 to §9.75 por ton! 
This information is of value to British 
Columbians, who have got to unlearn old 
theories and precoacoived notions about 
quartz mining, and adopt new ideas and 
improved methods that have been ac- 
quired by hard-bought experience by 
Oalifornians and Nevadians. A few years 
ago rook that assayed but S20 to the ton 
•was regarded as too poor to be worked. 
At this time a man who has acquired a 
largo interest in a 620-to-the-ton mine is 
looked upon as a lucky follow. The out 
crop of the Comstock Bonanza usaajad 
but §9, and tbo rock now worked with 
astonishingly rich results uvonigos ]es« 
than §10. Tho paying part of tho Coin- 
stock lodo is less than four miles in

Editok Bulletin: — Since my arrival in 
San Francisco from the North I have re- 
ceived letters from persons desirous of 
obtaining information as to tho extent 
and value of the recently di&eovsTsd veins 
of gold-bearing quartz at Cai iboo, in the 
province of liritibh Co.umhia. It will not 
surprise you to learn that many of tho 
inquiries are from workingmen, vbo, in 
consequence of tho over crowded state of 
the California labor market, are ciistinf 
about for "fresh woods and puStuies 
now" for tho employment of their euer- 
gi«8. I nave returned the invariable ans- 
wer to all iuquirios that what British Col- 
umbia most needs are men with more or 
less money to locate npoo the ledges that 
the enterprise of a few Cariboo miners, 
assisted by a liberal and paternal (Jovcrri- 
ment, Ijas discovored, and to ^ettlo upon 
and cuhivato the agricultural lands of 
the country. Tho investment of capital 
at Ouriboo would immediately create n 
demand for labor, wiiich, I regret to say, 
does not at pr^ent exist in the Province, 
vhilst an expansion of the area of culti- 
vated lund would tend to check tho im- 
portation of agricultural ifroducts iil)roHd 
The cliinato being mild and ocjiiablo, is 
pecuiiurly adiinte'l tn fuvniiug and stoek- 
rai.-ing. Dniing the past few years, con- 
sillerablo progress has been mado in agri- 
culture, but there is room for improve- 
ment. The Government price for land 
ia one dolliir per aero, and tho law s aie 
liberal. 

With rospoot to tho subject iu which I 
tho wuikingmon of California are particu- 
larly inleieaied, viz.. tho quartz Ifdges of 
Cariboo, I would rtaie lliut KOvoifL' ■: oviu 
cial and two .S^n F- uiuisco ooi. juiniuM 
have bean organizcid and aro now running 
tunnels to intersect tbo llonauza Icilgu, 
which has an average width of 22 feet, 
and has been alieudy t; leed for seve ral 
miles; but the labor at present required 
is limited, nor will there be any heavy 
denmnd for it uutil mills sliiil! have been 
priii'iired to crnsh ihe rock. Tbiis far 
two j(>dgc8 have been disi^overed and pro 
BporLi'd, and tho rock found to ansay im 
avi r;ige of S;!3 in gold to tho tun, ■■.l ith 
slight traces of silver. A working tost of 
forty-one tons of the look, ornshed in un 
imperfeot four-slamp mill, gave a result 
of^iypcrton. A working lest made in 
this city returned •■j'Jt per ion. A fiirilior 
■W(jrking lest nnnlu iit CJai iboo a few days 
ago gave a rohult of 5j2l) 50. Tho ledges 
are cut in two by William creek. From 
that cieek ?J 10,000,000 iu gold was taken 
in the cour^o of a fawyears subsequent to 
1802, the years in which the rush from 
California to ihut locality took place.

Wahiiinoton. Jan. 31. 
Congress is not so much in a hurry 
about the tariiF question as the people of 
tho country at largo appear to be.

bers of the committee on ways and me .ns 
aro in oonBtnnt receipt of letters from all 
quarters begging that tho consideration of 
the tarifl'may either be dropped altogether 
or hurried up so that people may know 
just what ia intended. 

CIVIL blil'.VlCK llliFOHir. 

The reform going on in tho Interior 
Departiuout ia calliug down heaps of 
abusa ujion Genl. Scliurz's devoted head; 
particularly because of his recently cul- 
minated investigation into the abuses and 
wickedness of the Indian -Bureau. The 
samo old string of cheating and gulling 
tho Indians has been brought to light, 
tho perpetrators and practicera have 
Bufl'ored oflicial decapitation, and in re- 
taliation they aro now eagerly at work 
Bca; tering broadcast throughout tho coun- 
try scurrilons obarges against the chief 
oflicer of the Interior. For one thing, 
each Congressman has just received 
through tho mails an anonymous re-pub- 
licalion of a sheet of bittur campaign 
charges against Gou. Schurz, which ap- 
peared in the fall of 1872. A Miafaouri 
liepubliuau member, upon receiving it, 
threw it aside with the comment, "as a 
Missouri Republican I own no particular 
good will to Carl Schurz; but this kiud of 
warfare in beastly." Somebody askod 
President Hayes the other day if he ap- 
pointed Secy, Schurz as a Missoari Re- 
publi(Mfi, and he answered, "No, I did 
not think of him as the o.-pecial reprasen- 
tativo of any ono State. I ajipointed him 
to satisfy tho demands of tlie iieople for 
a reform in the civil seivice, aud tdso bo- 
caub'ohe wasaGermau American of ahility 
aud distinction; and furthermore, for 
strictly pcr.'onal reasons; because he is a 
thoj-uwjhly ijood mill aud I like him;; and 
I hopo to kec]) him a long time."

The olfar warm weather we have al- 
ready Hoan in tha year 1878 surpasses our 
most sanguine anticipations. I'he city is 
so sweet and clean, so W(dl paved, well- 
kept and well-vontihitod. it has such good 
side walks, so many ornamimtal trees, oi- 
teiihivu grass lawns, wide slreotsaad good 
huusi-s, that to live here is to taiie solid 
oomfort. It is so natural, too, that it is 
all your own— as much as it is anybody's. 
Comparing it with tlie Capital of •'twenty 
yoars ago" it is indeed a puradiso. Then 
its broad streot-i were unpaved aud so 
muddy that carts and carriiigea were fro- 
quenily swamped ainl in bad wo.ither it 
was jjerilous to attempt to cross a street.

A dead hoise or otner ani- 
mal would often lie in a .street for days, 
aud di-ad dogs, cats aud r«ts would lie 
there e.vpose<l till they returned to their 
origin.il duflt. Street cars were unknown 
aud omnibU'-es carried none of the for- 
bidden color.
